fide encumbrances, not in excess of $50,000.00. 

Article 16: To see if the Town will, by ballot, to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:62 
for a property tax exemption on real property equipped with a solar energy 
heating or cooling system which exemption shall be an amount equal to the full 
cost of the instalation. (This article by Petition) 

Article 17: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to negotiate with, and 
when satisfied to give Quitclaim Deeds to, the owners of cottages on the South 
shore of Lake Skatutakee whose buildings are partially located on the former 
Boston & Maine Railroad right of way, which right of way is now owned by the 
Town of Harrisville.

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LIBRARIANS’ REPORT — 1977 


With the continuation of the 1976 Library Programs, no changes took place for a 
period of time. The Bi-monthly film program under the supervision of Bill Frye 
and Assistant Librarian, Leslie Downing was carried on until July. At that time, 
the Federal Recreation Program under the Supervision of Hedda Herzog took over 
and is still operating. It is hoped that we can still provide films for a program 
through the school year. Monthly exhibits for particular occasions with the 
necessary books on the subject continued throughout the year. We were fortunate 
to add special exhibits: the display of paintings by Mae Beck were again 
thoroughly enjoyed; an unusual quilt was the subject of interest for some time. 
This was one of Debby Kennard’s craft samples; Ronnie Trudelle had a very 
unique photography show, ‘‘Scenes from a Dark Room’’. The Photographs were 
mostly of Harrisville at night and are exceptionally striking and effective. The 
Harris-School, who visited us weekly also contributed their efforts. All efforts are 
very much appreciated and add much to the Library Program. 

Another enjoyable and necessary occasion was the Annual Tea. This Tea is the 
one time during the year when outside interest is focused on the Library. It 
stimulates the interest needed, and awareness to our aims and needs. The 
donations received at this time furnish the ‘“‘extras”’ so helpful in making a unique 
Library and are greatly appreciated, to say the least. As you must realize in 
reading our financial report, the Town Appropriation does not support us and we 
can use the extras. We also hesitate adding more to the Town’s burdens, so all 
encouragement by outside groups is gratifying. ‘““‘Thank you, Friends of the 
Library, for your generous support!’ 

The program in Library Science for the Sixth Grade was carried on as usual but 
earlier in the school year. We felt that it would give the children the chance to 
make use of the knowledge throughout the year and make them more proficient 
when they reach Junior High. 

As books are always the big issue in a library, it is becoming more and more 
difficult to plan. The tremendous increase in the prices is of great concern and 
decisions are more difficult to make in order to stay within our means. Choices 
must be well planned and interesting to many and reviews carefully studied. In 
1977, 74 Adult and 43 Children’s books were purchased. Donations of 61 for Adults 
and 27 for Children helped to add to the collections. We are so fortunate to receive 
these donations as materials needed come our way. Books on Solar Energy, Solar 
Homes, Renovating Homes, Food and a new Health Book were among the gifts. A 
number of beautiful Memorial books also came our way — books which few 
libraries could afford. We appreciate all these kind acts and know that our 
collection is growing more valuable and complete each year. 

Although we aspire to serving many more patrons, our circulation appears to be 
well within the State level, which is encouraging. More patrons, who in past years, 
had gone to neighboring libraries did find us last summer. We are waiting for 
others to follow. Our circulation for the year was 4,531. Adult circulation including 
magazines stays well up. All channels for supplying books are used. The 
Bookmobile supplied 429 books in the two trips that it was limited to, 55 special 
topic books came from the State Library, and 19 from Inter-Library Loan. All 
requests receive attention and desired materials can always be obtained for the 
asking. 

We have a special place in our hearts for the quiet helpers who are always there. 
Dave Kennard’s hammer has been kept busy for hours, a sick sign which needed 
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restoring was brought back to life by Pamela Tolman at no expense for her time; 
the lawn was never forgotten and flowers were added for the touch. An unexpected 
“Thank you’’, in the form of a copy of a College Thesis entitled ‘“The Success of 
Industrial Harrisville, N.H.: The Effect of Change, Orientation and Technical 
Development.”’ was donated. This is very well researched and will help future 
researchers and will be available here. 

It is evident that the Library has a new staff. We regret having to lose Leslie 
Downing but feel fortunate, that after searching for some time, we were able to 
find replacements. Constance Boyd is our present Librarian and Phyllis Tichy 
Assistant. Both are young, willing and interested and are sure to come up to 
expectations and give years of good service. 

As this is my last Librarian report, I would very much like to express my 
gratitude to the many who made the Library experience a happy one. The Trustees 
have been most helpful and considerate, co-operating in every way at all times. My 
contact with patrons, visitors and co-workers was most enjoyable and left nothing 
to be desired. Volunteer help of any type was given at any request and many times 
without being requested. In fact, my eleven years in the Library have 
strengthened my belief that there are many good people in the world and I was 
fortunate to know them. I hope to be able to continue to help, not because I feel 
indespensible, but would like to finish some projects that need completing and also 
to give a helping hand where it is needed. May I say ‘‘Thank you, one and all, for 
any help and for the assistance in leading me over some rough going?”’

REPORT OF HISTORIC HARRISVILLE, INC. 


1977 was a busy year for Historic Harrisville, Inc. Extensive work on the 
Cheshire Mills Boarding House began with the removal of the walk-in freezer unit 
added to the kitchen in the early 1900’s, and the removal of one bay of the frame 
shed beside the building which restores it to its original size. The expanding needs 
of the present tenant led to the remodeling of the second and third floors. 
Installation of a central heating unit, a wood/oil stove, and additional insulation 
allows for full use of the three story structure. The tenant, Total Environmental 
Action, is an architectural consulting firm which specializes in design of buildings 
which can utilize solar energy. 

All of our other buildings are fully leased and sustaining themselves. They are; 
the Harris Boiler House, the Harris Mill, the Harris Storehouse, the Harris Sorting 
and Picker House, and the Harris Boarding House. 

Historic Harrisville, Inc. is a public, non-profit foundation and we welcome 
anyone who is interested to sit in on our meetings which are held in April and 
October at the Cheshire Mills Boarding House.

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HARRISVILLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT FOR 1977 


Once again during the past year your Police Department has been faced with an 
increased number of citizen complaints and requests for assistance. Our official 
records reveal that during 1977 the actual number was up 34 from the previous 
year, and stood at 372. The most significant increase was in the number of motor 
vehicle violations, which more than doubled. 

I’m personally pleased to be able to report that the majority of all incidents have 
been cleared (352). At the time of writing, of the remainder, eighteen are still 
under investigation, and two are awaiting legal action. For your information, the 
detailed listing is as follows:

During the year members of the department logged over 1,200 man hours and 
11,230 miles in providing police services for the town. In addition to the specific 
incidents listed above, we have continued to place prime importance on the 
deterent aspects of Police work—road patrols and property checks. In an effort to 
assure better police coverage for the town, I have also established with the Mutual 
Aid Dispatch Center, a ‘‘Primary Contact Officer’’ system for each night of the 
week and for every weekend. Toward making this system most effective, may I 
once again urge every citizen to CALL THE DISPATCH CENTER DIREC- 
TLY—AND IMMEDIATELY (352-1100) whenever an emergency arises or a 
suspicious person or vehicle is encountered. 

For their continued support and dedication, I would once again like to express 
my personal thanks to Officers Alton Chamberlain, Peter Keough and Michael 
Sundstrom. Also, on behalf of the Town, a special word of thanks to the State 
Police, Officers from our adjoining towns and the Mutual Aid Center personnel for 
their assistance and cooperation.

1977 SERVICE REPORT 


During the period Jan. 1 thru Dec. 31, your ambulance responded to 125 calls. 62 
of the calls were emergencies, 44 were non-emergencies and transfers, 7 auto or 
motorcyle accidents with 12 patients. 

We were not called on for backup service this year, we took part in three disaster 
drills, were called for three non-transports, stood by at the Memorial day parades 
in Marlborough and Harrisville, and at the activities at the Monadnock Equestrian 
Center. We made 2 trips to Mary Hitchock hospital in Hanover, and 4 trips to the 
Peterborough hospital. There were 2 trips to nursing homes in Chesterfield and 1 to 
Bellows Falls, plus several trips to Keene nursing homes. 

Two new front tires were put‘on this year, and the ambulance and its equipment 
are in good order. All expenses in the service have gone up and we are happy to 
report that the response of the people of Harrisville and Marlborough to our ap- 
peal, and the activities sponsored by the groups and organizations in the two towns 
have helped us to remain in a Stable financial condition. We thank all the families 
that remembered the ambulance service with memorial funds, in lieu of flowers, 
and when they have used the service. All these things made it possible for us to 
operate without asking for tax money. 

The members of the squad, through retraining programs, new courses, 
seminars, workshops and new training aids keep themselves abreast of new 
equipment and methods, that they may serve you quickly and efficiently. 

The E.M.T.A. squad members, (these members were in the first course taught 
by the State in this area), attended the required retraining and review program at 
Cheshire hospital this year, several members attended the seminars and 
workshops at Laconia and U.N.H., all these events make it possible for us to say, 
the ambulance, its equipment and the personnel are ahead of federal and state 
requirements. 

Each year we make it a point to thank the high school students that have taken 
first aid courses and are members of our squad. The courses were taken during the 
school year, they missed many of the social activities at school, can you wonder 
why we are very proud of them? They make it possible for us to operate during the 
daytime hours, and are very willing workers. Again, we are very proud of them. 

We are again asking for help from the adults who are in town during the day. We 
require that the drivers of the ambulance be twenty one years old and have first 
aid training. The courses required are very interesting and you will find that you 
will want to know more about the things that make us tick. Help the high school 
members of the squad to keep the people of Harrisville and Marlborough proud of 
the Marl-Harris ambulance service, help us to help you.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town/city responsibility 
(RSA 224). 

The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) appoints a forest 
fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens in each town/city upon the 
recommendation of local authorities. 

The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire prevention and sup- 
pression activities in his town. He regulates the kindling of outside fires when the 
ground is not covered with snow by the issuance of written permits only when 
conditions are safe. He is responsible for suppression with the town/city and state 
sharing the cost. Suppression costs in excess of 14 of 1% of the assessed valuation 
of the town are assumed by the state. 

The state provides training for the local fire organization and helps coordinate 
activities between towns/cities. The state also supports local forces with backup 
personnel, equipment, and supplies for suppression and prevention. 

This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 1893, works well, for 
New Hampshire has enjoyed one of the smallest acreage losses due to forest fires 
in the United States for the past 25 years. 

No outside fires may be kindled without written permit except charcoal cooking 
fires.

It is only through cooperation with everyone 
that we can preserve our heritage and yet allow changes which continue to make 
Harrisville a good place in which to live.

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


In 1977-1978 a number of tasks were undertaken by the Harrisville School Board, 
Administration and Faculty. 

As a result of a great deal of parent interest in the school, in the late spring and 
early summer of 1977, a long-range plan was developed by the faculty and ad- 
ministration to implement a number of new programs for the Harrisville 
youngsters to increase their educational opportunities. The plan is still in the 
process of implementation and will not be complete for some time. The parent 
group is still active and is bringing to the parents in general a number of important 
topics and guest speakers to address the items. The board formed an Ad Hoc 
Committee to study the feasibility of utilizing the old school building which sets on | 
the present school property. The Board’s aim is to determine the cost 
ramifications of upgrading the existing old building and to determine if there is an 
actual need for additional space. The study is still in the process of being developed 
and a report should be available in latesummer of 1978. 

Due to a teacher resignation in late November, 1977, the Board decided against 
the employment of a permanent teacher and hired a temporary replacement for 
the remainder of the 1977-1978 school year. During the spring of 1978, the board will 
review the existing staffing pattern of the school and alternative staffing patterns. 
The Board feels this is an excellent opportunity to review the entire program. In 
May, a decision regarding staffing for 1978-1979 will be made. 

In the area of maintenance, the entire school has been insulated. As a result of 
this action, the board anticipates a substantial savings in fuel over future years. 

The Harrisville School Board has established the following goals for the 1977-1978 
school year: 

1. Program development involving the staff, administration, school board and 

community. 

2. Development of policies for certified and noncertified personnel. 

. Develop truancy and attendance policy. 

. Investigate possible uses of the old school building as well as a cost analysis to 
put the building in operating condition. 

. Develop and implement a comprehensive diagnostic individual learning 
program for each child in the Wells Memorial School.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


The Wells Memorial School opened in September with an enrollment of 46 
students and the regular teaching staff from the previous year. Mrs. Capron, 
Teacher of Grades 3 and 4, resigned at Thanksgiving time and the position was 
tentatively filled by Mrs. Wendy Kapiloff. 

In a continuous effort to meet the needs of all youngsters in Wells Memorial 
School several goals have been implemented this year to provide a richer 
educational experience for all. Some of these goals are: relating programs and 
curriculum more closely to students daily lives, enrichment programs, world of 
work, individualized instruction, improved public relations, establishment of a 
preschool screening program. All are progressing well and favorable results are 
beginning to appear. 

The Parents’ group has provided volunteers to assist in physical education, in 
the library and in materials production for the classrooms. 

Every effort is being made, in cooperation with the Monadnock Children’s 
Special Services Center, to provide special programs for the children who are 
having difficulties in school. 

The hot lunch program under the direction of Mrs. Chamberlain continues to be 
one of the best in the state, and the daily lunch count averages about 90% of the 
children participating in the program. 

The staff continues to have a close working relationship with personnel from 
Supervisory Union 29 attempting to coordinate our school programs and 
curriculum with other schools in the union.
